rural credits in aid of the agriculture 
of the state.”

As agriculture is the foundation of 
our prosperity, whether we live in the 
city or in the country, this amend­ 
ment should appeal to everyone desir 
Ing the welfare of the state.

The amendment does p rovide that 
the second kind of bonds authorized, 
namely, those which m ay be issued 
upon securities in the proposed trust 
fund, may be guaranteed by the state, 
but they will not be exempt from tax­ 
ation and will not be acceptable as 
Security for deposits of public money. 
It should be remembered that, even 
lf the amendment is adopted, the state 
will not be committed to a n y definite 
policy regarding rural credits. A com­ 
mission appointed by the governor is 
now making a study ol the needs of 
California farmers, and nothing can 
he done until a law is passed by the 
legislature.

to get proper returns from their land,

years, so that tile indebtedness may he 
paid out of the profits of (lie land.

Happiness 
Editor R egister; 
A short time ago 
there was an editorial In the Register 
on “H appiness,” using as an illustra­ 
tion an incident in the life of Froh- 
mao, 
theatrical 
iptujager. 
In 
the 
sam e article, the R egister quoted from 
an editorial in a Los Angeles paper 
which had used as a text, what Froh- 
man had w ritten of himself on a pic­ 
ture of him self wjien a boy: 
“This 
W as Me, W hen I W as Poor and Hap­ 
py.” 
One could have wished 
th at 
the 
R egister had undertaken to define the 
word “happiness,” a little more fully, 
for the benefit of those of us who 
have hardly known from experience 
wjhat it really is. The editorial seems 
to Imply th a t trtork, in and of itself, 
constitutes happiness 
This cannot be 
true, while work may be regarded as 
a panacea for m ost ills, it usually de­ 
pends on the kind of work, and a1* 
ways on the object to be attained, afft. 
to w hether we derive pleasure or hap­ 
piness from it. Give me work or give 
me death. 
N evertheless I must be 
able to see som e result of my labor, 
some accom plishm ent of my efforts, 
which will add to my own, or to my 
fam ily’s or my neighbor’s enjoym ent; 
otherw ise I could derive no pleasure 
from1 it. If the sole object of work 
were to drown our cares, or make us 
forget our misery, we might as well 
take an opiate, and be done with it. 
W e rather derive pleasure and hap­ 
piness from our work, because it is a 
great and god-like thing to do some­ 
thing; because we are so highly hon­ 
ored as to be made co-workers with 
God in the great scheme of the Uni­ 
verse. 
The sentim ent expressed by 
Frogman, is 
identical 
with 
w hat 
Jam es Whitcomb Riley makes one of 
his characters express, 
viz: 
“Let’s 
go back to Gringsby 
Station, 
where 
we used to be so happy and so poor.” 
Riches do 
not 
necessarily 
make 
happiness nor unhappiness. 
Rightly 
and honorably obtained, they m ight 
be the m eans of accomplishing much 
good, and should bring happiness to 
their possessor. 
It is their misuse, or 
the wrongful getting of 
them 
that 
brings unhappiness. 
It is the hell­ 
bent rush after riches, as though the 
devil were in close pursuit (no doubt 
he is) that draws a man's manhood 
and makes bim unhappy. 
Perm it me 
to offer a definition of “happiness,” 
which I think is a fairly 
good 
one: 
It is th a t condition of the mind or 
soul which is in accord with the laws 
of its being, i.e.: The laws of God. 
There are many phases of happiness, 
as peace, joy, bliss, eestacy, rapture, 
etc. 
This last is what the soul ex­ 
periences on being restored after hav­ 
ing lost communion w ith its Maker— 
it will then know its own value and 
the value of life. Almost every man's 
life is run at a n.gh voltage now—no, 
tim e tor quiet thinking. 
In Solom stHi^ 
days there was a tim e for everything, 
now there is no tim e for anything. It 
is not safe to cross the street now, 
without holding one’s breath and say­ 
ing one’s prayers. 
This condition of 
things has become epidemic, and has 
bred a sp irit of irreverence on the 
part of t,he community at large, and 
has Invaded the church, even. 
I hope 
I am not a croaker, but it was not al­ 
ways thus. 
Fortunately we slept our 
best when we went into the house of 
God, and were “o w e ready to hear, 
than to give the sacrifice of fools.” 
Now we can hardly distinguish by the 
spirit m anifested as to whether we 
are in the house of God of a garage; 
then the people w ere devout, lf not 
penitent; now they applaud and clap 
their hands at the insipid jokes of the 
m inister, as they would at a concert 
clown; then the m inister was like 
the preacher in Goldsmith’s “Deserted 
Village,” who “In his duty prompt at 
every call, watched and 
wept 
and 
prayed for a ll;” now lf one enters the 
church with a forlorn 
countenance 
which may be the fault of a heavy 
(heart, he is told that his proper place 
is the pickle factory. 
Pardon the di­ 
gression. 
Jefferson wrote into the Declaration 
of Independence that we all have the 
unalienable right (we now 
say 
In­ 
alienable, but I have seen the origin­ 
al document and it

alienable) to the pursuit of happiness, 
but we make a m istake w,hen we un- to 
dertake 
to 
“pursue” 
happiness—it 
will invariably be like hunting for 
the pot of gold at the end of the rain­ 
bow.
